2. Claims 3, 5, 7, 10, 16, 28, 42-55 and 58-64 were cancelled, being drawn to subject matter 
not eligible for rejoinder. Claims 2 and 6 were amended to clarify the claimed subject matter. 
Claim 36 was amended to correct a typo. Claims 78 and 79 were amended to add a claim

dependency. Claims 40 and 41 are rejoined with the elected invention. The restriction 
requirement between the elected subject matter and the subject matter of claims 40 and 41 is 
withdrawn.
